Many people ask why many 


dentists have D.D.S. degrees 
and some D.M.D.s. Do they 
represent s p e c i a l qualifica- 
tions? Is a doctor of dental 
surgery specially trained to 
do dental surgery? Is a doctor 
of dental medicine specially 
trained to treat diseases of 
the mouth? 


The answer to these ques- 


tions is "no." These two de- 
grees are conferred by our 
dental schools on graduates 
who have completed similar 
courses of study, of scientific 
achievement and clinical ex- 
perience.

uates and six U M.I) s. Of those 


ijracticmg. about '-to 


per cent have D.D.S. degrees. 
Of over 3,000 dental gradu- 
ates last year, less than 300 
received D.M.D.s. 


However, if you have a 


toothache, mouth lesion, need 
false t e e t h or root canal 
therapy or extractions, den- 
tists with either degree are 
equally qualified to treat you. 
This depends, of course, on 
their particular training and 
ability in the dental discipline 
involved.

They 
will do that about 68 per cent 
of the time. 


If they split 4-1 as they do 


28 per cent of the time or 5-0 
as happens occasionally, and 
the adverse split leads to de- 
feat of your contract, you may 
be entitled to complain a tri- 
fle about bad luck. 


South won the club lead 


with dummy's ace and played 
a small spade. East stuck in 
the nine and was allowed to 
hold the trick. Then he played 
his singleton trump. South 
won, cashed his ace of spades, 
ruffed his last spade in dum- 
my, ruffed a club and played 
a high trump.

South should have studied

The agreement, first of its 


kind in a major American city, 
came after a summer of racial 
activities from riots to protest 
marches.

agreement 
would mark an end 


to such activities.

A spokesman for the Chicago 


Freedom Movement said there- 
was "an intentional slowdown 
or do-nothingism in fear of the 
political backlash" as well as 
legitimate organizational prob-
